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Queens’ College dates from 1448, and derives its name 
from Queen Margaret of Anjou (wife of Henry VI.) and 
Queen Elizabeth Woodville (wife of Edward IV. I. It is a 
most interesting collection of buildings, with a beautiful 
15th century quadrangle. The picture shows the garden 
front of the President’s Lodge and the wooden bridge, 
known as the Mathematical Bridge, designed by Etheridge 
in 1749. 
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
